Hayes not Popularin State—The Re 
pablican Masses im Faver of 
More Soit Money. 


Co.umays, Q., June 7, 1876.—The 
long, hot davs of summer have come. 
But warm as they are, their heat is 
Miildness itself compared with the 1in- 
tensity of the political temperature. 
Never before have we seen more party 
attrition or fiercer conflict. The usual 
heat rising from old party strife is far 
more than bled by the angry clash- 
ings of the opposing claims into which 
both the republican and democratic 
hosts are unfortunately divided. With- 
in the ranks of the former party discip- 
line may be better than in the latter, 
but divisions of sentiment is not one 
whit the less real, radical, and deter- 
mined. The republican journals are 
almost a unit in their views and teach- 
ings on financial matters, whereas each 
paper of the other party boldly utters 
what seems to be popular in its own 
locality. Thus the discontent among 
the republican masses with the present 
status of monetary affairs seldom finds 
expression through their party organs, 
when the same feeling among the dem- 
ocrats obtains ready utterances through 
their press. 

Asaproof of the great extent to 
which divisions exist in both parties all 
overthis western country, see the mar- 
velous influence of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer—a journal that champions all 
disaffection to specie resumption and 
contiaction of the currency by con- 
gressional enactments. Published ata 
point where three states meet, it has 
become the organ of the dem- 
ocratic party in Ohio and In- 
diana. Its voice is not merely 
the utterance of a belligerent or eccen- 
tric editor, but the aggregated wail of a 

opular discontent now pervading the 
aboring classes throughout tais vast 
region. 

The Enquirer may not be right. It 
may be unwise, if not wicked, to pan- 
der to feelings that may tind satisfac- 
tion finally in the radical rupture of 
the old party ties; but, mingling as I do 
dail: with the masses of this and ad.

There 
is not to be found in the breast of man 
a more potent and ineradicable preju- 
dice than that which animates the 
minds of the anti-Catholics. Taking 
advantage of this last fall, the republi- 
can leaders merely saved themselves 
from utter defeat, for in spite of it the 
strength of the two parties stood as 99} 
to 100. That is, an infinitesimal frac- 
tion of over one quaiter of one per 
cent. of a loss to the republicans would 
have ieft Allen governor, and the green- 
back cause triumphant in this state. 
And a far less loss than even this would 
have taken the senate from the repub- 
licans, and given the democrats all the 
offices and power dependent on the 
legislature. 
There is not the shadow of a doubt 
that could an election be held in this 
state to-morrow for the same purpose 
that it was held last October, the now 
dominant party would now go under 
by from 20,000 to 50,000 majority. Of 
this any one will be convinced if he 
mingles with the people, as I have re- 
cently done. 

WHAT THEY SAY OF HAYES, 

Gov. Hayes is morally a good man 
but he is very far from being an intel- 
lectual man; he is rather a dull, non- 
committal, common place kind of a 
man. Iam personally acquainted with 
him, and know him to bea hard money 
resumptionist of the most vigorous 
type; and just as far from sympathy, 
financially, with the toiling masses of 
his party who through a false issue 
were issued to vote for him, asthe 
rankest bullionist of Wall street is with 
the most ardent defender of green- 
backs. Many republicans have assur- 
ed me that they would much sooner 
support Mr. Conkling of New York, 
than Gov. Hayes of Ohio. For, they 
say, “Hayesis one of us. He is pre- 
sumed to know the crying wants of 
the west, yet he is in full sympathy 
with the money power of the east rath- 
erthan with us Jaboring men of the 
west. He cares not for our interests. 
Whv. should we join to keep him in 
power?” 

Now, I know, you read no such re- 
marks as these in the republican pa- 
pers. Why? Because all such jour- 
nals are more or less under party sub- 
sidy and the control of the governor’s 
friends, and nothing inimical to him is 
ever admitted to their columns. Should 
the party papers get to uttering finan- 
cial discords, they would soon be the 
undoing of all discipline, and the wild- 
jest anarchy might overwhelm the 
party. Hence, as I have said, republi- 
can discontent though deep and potent, 
is as yet cornaratively dumb, as no 
journal of the x itty dares give it voice. 
No paper, did . say? Icorrect myself. 
The reader may perhaps in some way 
have heard of the Cincinnati Gazette, 
published in the queen city of the 
west, edited by one Deacon Richard 
Smith, a man as renowned for piety as 
was Acneas of old. Well, this journal 
is deeply in sympathy with the green- 
hack cause, and regards a corruptionist 
with no small degree of distrust, and is} 
withal quite unfriendly to Hayes, and 
because of his hard money views. 
The Indiarapols Journal, too, the 
great Morton organ. aptly reflects the 
popular feeling in its many articles on 


finance matters.

soda or cider, beer or cock - tail 
has been lostor wonon the recent re- 
cent republican nominations. 

While the result was not expected, 
the “knowing ones”—and by knowing 
oneg is meant the average statesman, 
our political connoissours, both ama- 
teurs and practitioners—declare that 
the nomination of Hayes and Wheeler 
absolutely torces Tilden upon the dem- 
ocracy; for Ohio, heretofore doubtful, 
is now irrevocably lost, and to counter- 
act Wheeler’s influence it is necessary 
to have a man from his state, as the 
vote of New York is essential to our 
success.

STRINGER’S STINGS. 
HOW THE Rapwais RAVE — 


An Impressive Speech by Mr. String- 
er of Pennsylvania. 


Telegram to the Constitution. 

WasHINGTON, June 21.—Mr. Strin- 
ger, of Pennsylvania, addressed the 
committee in reference to the Freed- 
men’s Saving and Trust company. He 

ve a history of the rise, decline and 
all of that institution,reflecting severe- 
ly on its various officers. and on the fi- 
nance committee. He charged that 
Henry D. Cook, Wm. 8, Huntingdon, 
and the other three members of finance 
committee,and the two actuaries, Eaton 
and Stickney, inside the bank, and Al- 
exander R. Shepard, Hallet. Kilburn, 
J. H. W. Vanderburgh and others, out- 
side the bank. had formed a ring by 
which at various times and in yarious 
ways money was obtained from the 
bank on worthless or insufficient secu- 
rity, or on no security at all, to be used 
in divers enterprises and speculations 
by members of the ring. He described 
the class of persons whose victims the 
freedmen had been as a class governed 
by a mock philanthropy, and whose 
conduct had been marked by the vilest 
hypocrisy. They had made broad 
their phylacteries, prayed at the street 
corners and thanked God they were not 
as other men. They had _ stolen 
the livery of heaven to serve the devil. 
They had gone to the freedmen with 
words of promise, and hope and encour- 
agement upon their lips, but with con- 
suming greed and avarice in their 
heart. They had borne to these help- 
less and ignorant people proffers of 
help, whilst their minds were busily 
en din schem:s to roo them, They 
had solicited their confidence as friends 
whilst they had been devising ways 
and meansto plunder them of their 
havd earnings. Thev had assumed the 
yarb of teachers whilst their only mis- 
sionhad been to learn howto steal. 
They had gone with the teachings of 
Christ in their mouths whilst thei 
chief ambition had been to be of the 
class of politite] carpet-baggers abhor- 
red all decent men, or of the 
class of money changers whom Christ 
drove mercilessly from the temple’ 
Towards them the good people of the 
south and of the north as well,ente:tain- 
ed an uncompromising and undying 
hatred, and could extend§no charity to- 
wards such human vultures. It was 
into the clutches of such people that 
the uneducated, helpless, but confidin 
freedmen feil. Their contidence = 
been secured to such an extent that in 
nine years of the bank’s existence its 
deposits amounted to fifty-six millions 
of dollars, the vast bulk ot which 
money had been sent to the principal 
vtlice at Washington. The whole south 
Lad been drained of its money, and it 
had gone into the custody of the men 
who had charge of the Washington 
office. The total liabilities of the bank 
on the 3lst of December 1875, were 
$3,004,875, of which the amount due to 
colored depositors was $2,992,033. On 
this a dividend of 20 per cent. had been 
declared, and when it was paid there 
would still remain $2,365,355 
io be paic out of the 
remaining assets. He did not see how 
the final losses of the freedmen could 
fall below a million and a half, and he 
thought it likely that they would suffer 
to the extent of two millions. In con- 
clusion he said tbat the freedman no 
longer looks uponjthe Washington ring 
asamyth. To him its existence is a 
stern, solemn, sad fact. It has cast a 
yreat shadow over his home and life. 
It has dissipated the earnings and sav- 
ings of wearisome days. It has given 
him many nights of unrest. It has 
doomed him to years of harder toil. It 
has breught penury, want, suffering 
and deep distress to his loved ones. It 
had driven hope from his heart, under- 
mined. his contidence in man and shak- 
en his faith in God. Some there are 
who fattened upon the freedmen’s sav- 
ings for a time and who are 
now from shrinkage ’- of thei 
investments total bankrupts) = in 
fortune, but these gare exceptional 
casese Most of them have large pos- 
sessions. AsI see them reveling in 
the lap of luxury; as I witness the in- 
vestment of their ill gotten gains in 
magnificent business houses and _ pala- 
tial residences, along the beautiful 
streets, 1 hear of them by the power 
of their wealth and social influence, 
packing and debauching juries, con- 
trolling courts, and subsidizing news- 
papers ; as [ listen to the story of their 
nearness to him whoexecutes the laws 
for this great free people, and then turn 
my eyes upon the poor freedmen, rag: 
ged, hungry, suffering, wretched, 
robbed, whose money has been filched 
from him by these very people, I won- 
der whether all these things will not 
one day shrink away from them also.

In 
order to arrive at a clear understanding of the 
character cf this conflict a orief reference to the 
history of the boa:d from its origia to the pres- 
ent time becomes necessary. 


In April, 1874, under the new city charter, the 
riment rned ever to five police 
by the generai council. 
the t of the charter 
bears testimony to thefact—that : he commission 
ers were to have exclusive control of the depart- 
ment in the details of its management and in 
the discipline of the force. I. was unquestiona- 
bly the iutention of the people, through their 
representatives who framed the charter, to put 
an end to the manipulations of the force by as- 
iring pol ticians and to place the board of po- 
ice commissioners as a break water between the 
members of council and the police force. The 
sad Want of proper discipline of the force under 
the o d regime was the gu:)jcct of comment on 
every side ahd the true cause of this condition 
was Correctly traced to the political prominence 
given the force in the interest of tbeir favorite 
candidates for municipal honors. The charter 
contemplated a charg of this by placing the en- 
tire control of the force in the nands of com- 
missioners. 
In entering upon their duties, in 1874, the 
commissioners fuund few rules for the govern- 
mentof ithe torce. They immediately set to 
work to piace the force under proper discipiine 
und presented and recommended to c.uncila 
well digested if rules and 
regulations for gov rnmeut. These 
* ordia® neces ’’ were the msults 
of labors gratuitously performed by the board, 
and there was ho measure or Ordinance passed 
by the couvcil in relation to police matters du- 
ring 1874except upon the recommendation otf 
the commissioners 
On the first ot January, 1875, it became neces- 
sary for the boird to elect officer: aud members 
of the force for three montns—tli: police year 
under the charter commencing o:: the first o! 
april. Toe spirit of the charter was ca ried out 
fuliy in thateiection No hampering ordinan- 
ces had v en passed by the counci]. The force 
was placed on two reliefs—as had be. n the cus- 
tom save in two instances, in this c ty, and is 
the universal custom inall toe large cities of 
tne union. Nota line of any ordiuance atany 
time was penned, not a word spoken by any 
member of couucil (rion. C C Hamunock being 
mayor and Messrs, Goodwin and Richardson 
members), directing or attempting to direct the 
commissioners to put the force into any num- 
ber of resiets. in April 187f, the present force 
was elected for two years—the number of 
officers and men as well As 
their y being defined by the council. 
As before not & word was said as to the divis- 
ion of the force into reliefs by any resolution or 
ordinance. The charter gives the disposition of 
the force to the commissioners, and the arrauge- 
ment of the same into reliefs was not au ‘‘ac- 
quisition of power’’ conferred by council upon 
them, but exercised according to the intent and 
spiritof thatinstrumept. Nor was this action, 
in controling the forcein stated periods of duty, 
legislative,—as erroneously asserted in the late 
censuripg resolutious of council,—but a legiti- 
mate duty in accordance with the plaiu teach- 
ings of the charter, which fact was admitted by 
the counc!! in the elections referred to above. 
efore the election of April there had b-en 
consultation upon the relief question with the 
police Commitie and it was thought best to 
change the two reliefs to three. Before doing 
this, and -t the time the forre wassworn in, the 
chairman of the board not fied the force that the 
raceme of reiiefs had not been 
efinitely Settled. That while 
three relic f system would be 
established for the time b’ iug the board reserv- 
ed the :ight to change it to two atits discretion 
No objection was made on the part of any 
member of the torce and they were sworn ip 
upon this c ear understanding. Two months 
later the board dt sining to give greater protec 
tion W& the city aud having buta small force at 
com7 and determined as was the case iu al: 
l+rge cities, to place the force on duty in two, 
instead of three divisions; and acertain date 
was fixed for this pu pose. Before the dav ar- 
rived council met, and for the first time by or- 
dinance assumed control of the force by order 
ing the commissioners to maintain the three re- 


‘liefs—t us in the opinion of the most eminent 


legal minds of the city aud the framers of the 
charter—perveriing the spirit of tha: instru- 
ment; assuming control of the details of the 
d+portment iu the vital point of the dis- 
cip ine of the force to the injury of the same 
and virtually destroying the puw-r of ihe board 
in its management of the department 

It was clearly.a usurpation of the preroga- 
tives of the boerd— ‘the beginuing oi the end” 
of all legiiumae end proper discipline of the 
force; au entering wedge, which when well driv 
en in the futnre,would make figure-heads of the 
commisioners and remit he entire ce ptrol of the 
force again intothe hands of intriuging coun- 
cilme for their ambitious purposes. 

In the near future, fom ordinance to ordi 

nauce, the will of the people could in this man 

ner be ordained a nullityand the will of the 
demagogue established instead A union, bro- 
ken by the cherter,could by repeaved ordinances 
re-Cement elemeuts—the w poriticians aod 
their a!lies,andelections made easy to wi'e pull- 
ing aspirapts'to municipal honors. Thi- is the cer 
tain drift of such inteimc cdling, but from any 
purpose of which the *commissioners exonorate 
& majority of the members oi the old and pres- 
eut council. 

A majority of the board regarding the three 
relief ordinance as an assumption of control 
not authorized by the charter, consulted Judge 
Hopkins, the author of the sec ions upon police 

This distinguished sawyer agreed wi h the com- 
mis‘ioners, that the framers of the ch rter 
never intended that Council should assume con- 
trol of the details of the department and the 
discip ine of the force, and believed the right, 
notwithstanding the ordinance, still rested with 
the commissioners 'o place the men on duty 
under any system of watches. If council has 
this right, where will future councils stop? If 
it can change watches, why not assign the men 
their beats and plece them on their beats by 
twos or threes? Why notgo stili further and 
have the chief aud other officers to report di- 
rectly to it and give them instructions independ- 
ent of the board? Andif itcand> this by or- 
dinances, why not enter the public scheol board 
and ordain that the teachers of the various 
schools shall not teach the number of hours 
they do now? Why not carry out the entire 
programme of usu pations, and say— 


“No — 4 Utica confines our powers, 
The boundless universe is ours,’’ 


The hands of the commissioners being thus 
tid, the three relief system was continued until 
an imperative necessity seemed to demaid a 
change. In February last his honor the mayor 
instructed Councilman Beattie, chairman of the 
police committee, to meet with the commission 
ers and ascertain what retrenchment was i- 
ble iv the departmenvt as, under the operatious 
of the charter au. the hard times, retrench- 
ment was demen in all. detart sents of the 
city government. In reply to this the comnni-- 
sioners, in a formal communication to the may- 
or and general councii, marked out a plan by 
which $8,C00 to $10,000 could be saved per an- 
num. This _ contemplated the reduc'ion of 
the force to 25 men and the division of these 
into two reliefs. This necessity came to the 
board not ~ eed but imperatively. 
Economy ha to be practice 1 or 
the city left for some months without 
protection. From the revenues of the city, at 
the rate of taxation of one and a half per cent. 
only $18,000 was left the police department with 
which to move it from tne lst of say, 1876 to 
. The tment had been 
‘using about $8; per month. To retain the 
force at its original strenets and pay was cl. ariy 
impossible, for the $18 000 would be used before 
the expiration ofthe year. The pay could not 
be “‘increased or diminished,’ and the only 
possible solution of the om stion was to ar pro 
riate more money or, failing in that, to reduce 
the force the commissioners unanimously 
recommended council to save $8 0°0 to $10,000, 
and to re 1tuce the force rather than to increase 
the appropriation and thereby add to the bur 
d ns oi our already tax-ridden pie Vacan- 
cis oecur on the force—a lieutenant, 
a sergeant and a number of men—m2akirg 
the reduction an easy matter of solution. 

Thus at the instance of the board the coun- 
cil finally repealed the three relief ordinance 
after a hard struggle, and the cuairman of the 
police committee, Councilman Beattie, by ordi 
nance to make the matter sure, instructed the 
Board to place the forceon duty on two icstead 
of three, reliefs, 

His Hon. the Meyor § oblivious of his instruc- 
tions tothe chairman of the police committee, 
and the financial condition «f. the city: forget-

For it contemplatei1 the 
defeat of an ordinance whith,in the event the 
veto should be sustained, would still leave the 
commissioners free to place the police on two 
reliefs Since the repea! of the 310th section of 
the code by the general council untied their 
hands and lett them todoas they had on two 
former occasions already done—to determine 
unfet’ered by ordinance, the number of reliefs 
suited to the condition of the force. 

The board rded the veto of no legal im- 
| ae) whetien sustained or ot’ by council: 
or if sustained the board was free to act by vir- 
tue of the repeal of section 340, and if not sus- 
tained it then became their duty to act. The 
board did notthen “pass upon’ the veto—they 


tor uot holding obedience to a nullity! 


“and isin conflict with the ciause of the 74th 
section of the charter which exp y dec 
in words that cannot be misunderstood, that 
the police commissioners sha!) exercise full di- 
rection and coutro of the officers and members 
of the police in conformity to existing laws and 
ordinances.”’ 
As has been shown council had repealed all 
‘ existing ordiuauces’”’ and yet the commission- 
ers, by this solemn farce, are held res — 
ow 

could they be such Diockheads as to ‘conform ° 
to a “‘law”’ that did not ‘exist?’ 
The commissioners are informed that “it is 
clear the charter intends the functions of the 
commussioners to be ministerial or executive, 
not legislative,” in the matter of 
cnarges of reliefs. Now these gentlemau should 
have found :his out before—in 1875—when the 
commissioners, uniuteruptedly, exercised this 
*‘legisiative’’ power. Tney are not aware, pos- 
sibly, that Judge Hopkins the author of this 
portion of the charter, affirms that no such “‘in- 
tent’? was ever contemp ated by te framers 
T ee then is about as ‘clear as 
mud.’’ 
The commissioners have in self-defense thus 
met the charges of t-e general council. They 
do not claim ‘infallibility’’ por are they willing 
to accord it tothose members of the general 
council Who they verily believe have p aced 
themselvy.s beyond the intentand spirit of she 
charter. The commissioners 
ing honestly tor the 
of our citizen, Ihg¢g 
have marked out a plau by wuich $+ 000 to $10,- 
00U may be annually saved to the city. They 
can do thisand give ample protection Wt life 
and property Hampernd by council on the 
mere discipline of the force, over which they 
have no authorized control, they have done 
their best. If $15 000 proves inadequate to run 
the department then the failure to do so must 
rest with the mayor and eouncil, 
The commi sioners are of opinion that a 
minority of the general council -re construing 
the charterc .otrary to its spirit and the wishes 
of the people, tosay nothing of the tntentious 
of itsframers In order to settle the question, 
the commissioners are w ling to supmit the 
matter to the vriginal committee of forty-uiue 
citizens who framed the charter.
